I concur in your Section I, Analysis and General Conclusions 
Relative to Mr. Gray's Report. 

With respect to Section II, Recommendations, my first 
reaction was to concur in the publication of a carefully edited 
report but only in the event that Mr. Gray would agree to adopt 
l? “I o'® the * e3cfc acceptable to the Board. I have now concluded 
that this procedure is inadvisable for a number of reasons. It 
is procedurally complicated. It would doubtless give rise to

criticism. After the deletion of various critical details, pro- 

vocative statements and specific administrative recommendations - 
ail of which should be reserved for internal consideration - the 
report would be well emasculated. Furthermore, since security 
requirements already prevent the disclosure of the full range of 
important activities, the residual report would consist largely 
ph T a ® ed ? ut familiar abstractions. Certainly the report 

inadequate to allay criticisms of those individuals 
in Congress and elsewhere who demand ill-considered action. Even 
the disclosure of all strategically sound covert activities would 
not satisfy these extremists.
